National large-firm leaders 
examine the future of

September charrette focuses on Boston’s 


new “urban ring” 








In June over 80 people gathered at 
Wentworth Institute of Technology for a day- 
long charrette to consider the connections 
among institutions, neighborhoods, trans- 
portation, and recreation that might be 
possible with a new circumferential corridor 
around Boston, a new urban ring. Connec- 
tions between employers and employees, 
students and schools, patients and hospi- 
tals, shoppers and shops, and travelers/ 
freight and Logan Airport all could be served 
by such a ring. 


This charrette was sponsored by the BSA’s 
Infrastructure Forum, formed last year by 
former BSA President David Lee FAIA to 
address the opportunities presented by the 
new federal Intermodal Surface Transporta- 
tion Effiency Act (ISTEA). 


During the charrette it became clear that the 
elements of the new urban ring already 
existed (e.g., the MASCO employee buses 
serving the Longwood medical area). 
Discussion focused on how to extend, 
connect, and/or add to services such as 
MASCO's so that all such independently run 
services work together as a system. “It is 
important to recognize that the efforts of the 
Infrastructure Forum are not focused on the 
design or advocacy of any single idea, 
system, or corridor,” notes David Lee; 
“rather, we are beginning from the presump- 
tion that there are physical, social, and 
structural needs among existing institutions 
that could be met in part by a more struc- 
tured transportation service.” 


The second step in this major regional effort 
is a follow-up charrette on September 18 
and 19 at Northeastern University. In 
addition, the work from the June and the 
September charrettes will be on display on 
September 29 at the Prudential Center and 
again at Build Boston in November. A 
special workshop on the new urban ring is 
also scheduled for Build Boston on Novem- 
ber 18 at 2:00 pm. 


The Infrastructure Forum is a large group of 
design professionals, community leaders, 
planners, and others with an interest in 
infrastructure issues. For more information

Sales tax on designers’ 
products gaining clarity 





Progress is being made on the resolution of 
the sales/use tax issues design profession- 

als have been addressing in Massachusetts 
for the past several years: 


* Negotiations on past-due sales taxes. A 
group of five architecture firms is working 
through the process of establishing the 
amounts of disputed unpaid sales taxes on 
reimbursables attributable to tax-exempt 
clients. Initial filings were made at the 
beginning of the Summer. Audits have been 
conducted by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Revenue (DOR) and the resulting 
revised filings have been submitted. As soon 
as additional data requested by DOR are 
submitted, we anticipate final decisions on 
amounts due will follow. At this point, we are 
hoping to complete the process for the initial 
group by the middle of September, at which 
point an advisory will be prepared to help all 
members of AIA Massachusetts resolve 
their own cases. 


* Past-due Use Taxes. As part of the sales 
tax filing outlined above, unpaid use taxes 
have been calculated (“use tax” refers to the 
provision in state sales tax law that requires 


a 5% tax to be paid to DOR when property is 


purchased out-of-state), since DOR has 
been insisting that a// tax liabilities be 
resolved at this juncture. Use taxes have not 
be included in any of the past negotiations 
regarding sales taxes since there is no 
dispute concerning this portion of the 
statute. 


* Use Tax Amnesty Program. Recent 
legislation passed on Beacon Hill (H5300, 
Section 276) provides for a three-month 
amnesty program that has been designed to 
offer a simple and relatively painless 
mechanism for resolving liability for non- 
payment of use taxes. The Department of 
Revenue will establish a three-month period 
between now and June 30, 1994, during 
which architects may pay the last six years 
of unpaid use taxes plus interest and 
release for al/ prior years’ use tax liability. 
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For certain firms with use tax liabilities 
going back more than six years, this option 
may be preferable to incurring legal and/or 
accounting costs necessary to piggyback 
use tax resolution on top of the sales tax 
settlement process. More information will 
be passed on as it becomes available. 


* DOR Directive 93-4; Sales and Use 
Taxes. One important consideration that 
we have insisted upon during the sales tax 
negotiations has been the need for a set of 
clear guidelines that would once and for all 
establish, for consultants and for exempt 
clients alike, the proper methods for 
dealing with these issues. The Department 
of Revenue responded by issuing “DOR 
Directive 93-4,” which states in the 
clearest possible terms that the purchase 
of reprographics, models, photographs, 
and similar goods, as part of a contract for 
architectural services, is taxable in all 
cases whether the client is tax-exempt or 
not and whether the purchase is made by 
the architect or the exempt entity. Archi- 
tects are urged to familiarize themselves 
with this document and to communicate its 
contents to all your tax-exempt clients. For 
a copy of this DOR document, send an 
29¢ SASE to DOR Directive, BSA, 52 
Broad St., Boston 02109.

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New AIA Document 
fosters understanding of 
designers’ fees 


Greater flexibility and clear communication 
about compensation for architectural 
services are promoted in the newest 
document issued by the AIA. 


The 1993 edition of AIA Document B163, 
the Standard Form of Agreement Between 
Owner and Architect With Descriptions of 
Designated Services and Terms and 
Conditions, represents a significant evolu- 
tionary step in defining and more precisely 
documenting the scope of architects’ 
services and compensation. This document 
replaces but incorporates the most useful 


features of B161 and B162 while eliminating 


many of those documents’ more cumber- 
some procedural aspects. 


“Practitioners have long sought a conve- 
nient means of negotiating compensation 
for services beyond those services consid- 
ered customary and basic. . . but we have 
faced a common dilemma: while some 
clients don't know these services are 
available, others erroneously assume they 
are part of the bargain and require no 
further payment or consideration,” explains 
Steven Weiss AIA, Chair of the AIA 
Documents Committee. The three-part 
B163 designated-services agreement aims 
to resolve these concerns by establishing a 
means of fee negotiation that more accu- 
rately represents the services to be pro- 
vided. The structure and content of B163 
enables architects to lay it all out for 
prospective clients in a format that works 
like an a /a carte menu of services. The 
instructions even include a compensation 
worksheet. 


This new document is designed to comple- 
ment AIA Documents A201 and A271. It 
also incorporates many of the construction 
management services found in B144.

The intent is to 
develop a more sophisticated public 
advocacy effort as the profession seeks to 
address a variety of legislative issues 
ranging from public agency contract 
problems to sales tax issues to licensing 
law changes to the illegal practice of 
architecture and on and on. The Board

In other action in recent months, the BSA 
Board: 

* unanimously endorsed the proposal from 
a coalition of BSA committees and task 
forces to sponsor a BSA mayoral debate 
(for information, call David Dixon FAIA, 
617-262-2760); 

* documented, in a letter to the New 
England Interior Design Coalition (NEIDC), 
the architectural profession's concerns 
about specific provisions in the NEIDC 
interior design licensing bill now being 
considered by the legislature (for details, 
call Board member Lee Cott AIA, 617-492- 
8400); 

* approved a proposal to plan and imple- 
ment a public event such as an architects 
ball as a public-awareness and fundraising 
effort for the BSA and the profession (for 
details, call Architects Ball Committee 
Chair Len Cubellis AIA, 627-242-3331); 

* appointed a task force of Board Members 
and others to analyze the format and cost 
implications of publishing the BSA Chap- 
terLetter monthly instead of bimonthly; 

* adopted a membership committee 
proposal to amend the BSA by-laws to 
expand the Committee’s elected member- 
ship from six members to nine members

The CFA/CADD Training Center, a service 
of Consulting For Architects (the BSA- 
related placement service), has received its 
license to operate as a private school in the 
state of New York and now qualifies as the 
only State-approved administration and 
curriculum in the country designed exclu- 
sively for architects. 


CFA’s Boston training center in The Archi- 
tects Building already has received approval 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and CFA expects curriculum and administra- 
tive approval to follow shortly from the 
Massachusetts Department of Education. 


“The demand for CADD appears to be 
driven by the economic recovery and by 
clients insisting on the technology,” notes 
CFA owner David McFadden. “Our biggest 
demand for training is AutoDESK’s 
AutoCAD, the leading CADD software 
internationally,” adds CFA Boston’s Amy 
Fischer. 


CFA's courses currently serve unemployed 
architects looking for new job skills and 
employed professionals seeking to enhance 
their existing computer skills or to adjust to 
recently automated offices. To meet the 
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rising demand in Boston, CFA has added 
additional CADD stations and a second 
classroom. Classes begin every Monday 
and last one week for a total of 20 hours; 
each class includes three months of 
practice time in CFA’s computer lab. The 
core curriculum includes basic through 
advanced 2D production, advanced 3D 
presentation, and a CADD management 
course. CFA is also now adding courses in 
advanced presentation software such as 3D 
studio, AME, Renderman, and AutoShade.

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14,000 architects imagine 
the future 





Some 14,000 design professionals and their 
allies gathered in June in Chicago for the 
UIA/AIA World Congress of Architects and 
the AIA Convention. The theme — “Design- 
ing a Sustainable Future” — represented a 
concerted international effort to bring 
together the environmental awareness and 
political will manifested at the UN Summit in 
Rio and the architectural community around 
the globe. 


The Chicago event thus became the first 
worldwide conference on the environment 
for design professionals and a benchmark 
event in our professional lives, particularly 
for those who have shared this interest 
locally and regionally for years. 


At the core of the Congress was an 
exercise designed by UN Advisor Peter 
Ellyard intended to encourage profession- 
als’ imaginations to help visualize and 
shape the innovation necessary for the 
realization of sustainable societies. 
Breakout sessions were organized into 
three major categories: Energy and 
Resources, Healthy Buildings and Materials, 
and Sustainable Communities. Participants 
were asked to formulate “preferred” 
scenarios of the built environment for the 
year 2020 versus “probable” (business-as- 
usual) scenarios — all on global, regional, 
and local levels. 


Entries from many different countries 
covered the walls where more than 1500 
people interacted to create a collective 
sense of a common future. Hesitancy and 
skepticism were joyfully included while 
ideas/images for a visioning process 
emerged. It came as no surprise for 
architects what their power of visualization 
can produce. Issues ranged from the 
increasing role of renewable resources and 
the shaping of future urban environments to 
reclamation of land from abandoned 
infrastructure to “smart housing” to systems 
of recycled industries to culture-enhanced 
communities through telecommunications 
technologies. 


“We can have it all,” said Earth Day founder 
Dennis Hayes, “comfort, growth, and the 
health of the environment.”

Massachusetts architect 
develops ADA computer 
program 





West Springfield architect James Bright 
AIA used the AIA Convention in Chicago 
this past June to introduce a new computer 
program — “ADA Survey” — which he claims 
is the only computer program that allows 
the architecture barriers surveying process 
to be done graphically. “By recording the 
exact location of existing barriers on 
floorplans and elevations,” says Bright, “a 
document is produced that is much more 
useful than the standard method of a 
written description of the barrier’s location.” 


Bright says that his computer program has 
four specific features: (1) it allows you to 
load CADD-generated drawings or plans of 
existing buildings that have been scanned; 
(2) it allows barriers to people with 
disabilities, as defined by ADA, to be 
identified and located on floorplans and 
elevations by placing a symbol, which 
relates to one of the technical require- 
ments of ADA, on the plan or elevation 
exactly where the barrier exists; (3) it 
allows you to print plans and elevations on 
8 1/2” x 11” sheets with the symbols (a free 
upgrade is going to be available soon, 
Bright says, that will plot to D and E size 
sheets); and (4) it allows you to print 
reports showing which symbols have been 
placed, a technical description of each 
symbol, and the number of each symbol 
placed.

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BSA task force prods mayoral candidates 





As BSA's Infrastructure Forum, Urban 
Design Committee, and Historic Resources 
Committee finalize plans for BSA Mayoral 
Candidates Forums in September and 


October (see p. 4), another BSA group — the 


Task Force to End Homelessness — is 
corresponding directly with each of the 
mayoral candidates in an effort to address 
the problems of homelessness in Boston. 
Following are excerpts from a letter sent by 


Task Force co-chairs Susan Rogers AIA and 


John Wilson AIA to each of the mayoral 
candidates in July: 


We welcome your candidacy for Mayor of 
Boston. . . Our task force has well over 100 
members drawn from all the design profes- 
sions and a close working relationship with 
the Associated General Contractors. Over 


the past six years we have assisted 63 non- 


profit groups with projects throughout the 
City and surrounding towns. .. We believe 
our task force can help in several ways to 
make Boston a better place for all its 
citizens. 


Neighborhood Zoning Plans. The Walsh 


Commission Report recommends that these 


plans be completed for each neighborhood 


in order to streamline future project develop- 


ment. .. We strongly agree. Zoning should 


allow for special-needs housing and support 


services. This will address the NIMBY 


syndrome in advance and avoid the wasteful 


2-3-year delays we've witnessed over the 
past six years. Our task force is willing and 
able to have teams work with each neigh- 
borhood to: assist neighborhood groups 
(churches, non-profits, health centers, etc.) 
is assessing their needs; help establish 
guidelines for siting, permitted uses, and 


zoning descriptions; and prepare illustrative 


material of what could be. 


Multi-Component Development Pack- 
ages. Combining benefits such as 
streetscape improvements, greenspace, 
commercial revitalization, etc. with the 
necessity of housing and services for the 
homeless and near-homeless will capture 


broader support from the neighborhood. Our 
task force has the diverse talents to assist in 
_ defining and gaining acceptance for such 


packages. 


Comprehensive Planning. We believe that 


if you were to look at private, institutional 


__ and public works development plans 


together, you would see opportunities for 
sharing facilities, sharing costs, and the 
benefits of further joint planning. Areas of 
intensive development activity should yield 
the synergy for special-needs housing and 
services. In addition, vacant or underused 
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sites and buildings may have great 
renewal potential. Our task force would be 
very willing to participate in, or support with 
our labor, such planning efforts. 


Healthcare Delivery. Neighborhood 
health centers are going to be an even 
more vital element in our nation’s 
healthcare delivery system. Ranging from 
facilities such as the Boston Healthcare for 
the Homeless’ inpatient respite center to 
Fenway'’s outpatient center to Pine Street's 
clinic for guests, they are cores of activity 
that naturally link to other human services 
and generate small businesses such as 
pharmacies, luncheonettes, etc. in their 
vicinity. This represents an additional 
approach to neighborhood development 
and certainly should include Boston's 
outstanding public and private teaching 
hospitals. Our task force has assisted 
several neighborhood health centers and 
several of the firms for which our members 
work have the teaching hospitals as 
clients. 


The homelessness problem in Boston 
pales in comparison to the wholesale 
slaughter of our young people in our 
poorest neighborhoods but what these 
problems share at heart is a sense of 
alienation and a sense of no future. The 
design professions are dedicated to the 
future. Our optimism is yours to use. 


This type of public advocacy is just one 
element of the work of the Task Force to 
End Homelessness. The Task Force is 
scores of designers, contractors, develop- 
ers, and others who work on the issues of 
homelessness through several Task Force 
groupings that focus on Communication, 
Grants & Donations, Publications, Pro- 
grams, Networking, Policy, Urban Issues, 
and “Matching” (responding to non-profit 
groups with requests for professional 
help). 


Currently, the various members of the 
Task Force are working with the All Night 
Drop-In Center, the Newton Community 
Development Foundation, Boston Can, 
Boston Healthcare for the Homeless 
Respite Center, the Cambridge Salvation 
Army, a Dorchester condo rehab, a 
Cambridge lodging house, a Haitian 
Women's Center, St. Andrew's Family 
Shelter, and City Year.

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By-law changes proposed 








BSA members will vote on two proposed 
by-law changes during the BSA annual 
business meeting at Build Boston on 
November 18. 


A proposal offered by the BSA Member- 
ship Committee and unanimously en- 
dorsed by the Board of Directors would 
expand the elected contingent of the 
Membership Committee from six members 
to nine members. BSA President Elizabeth 
Ericson AIA reported that the Board was 
enthusiastic about the expansion of the 
Membership Committee in particular 
because of the Committee’s extensive 
efforts to improve membership services 
and to enhance membership recruitment 
and retention. 


A second proposal, this one offered by the 
Nominating Committee and also endorsed 
unanimously by the Board of Directors, 
would require that candidates for election 
who are nominated by petition submit such 
petitions at least 120 days prior to the 
annual meeting date. This would ensure, 
according to Ericson, that petition nomi- 
nees would be on the official election 
ballot. The by-laws currently state that 
such positions may be received up to 20 
days prior to the annual meeting and the 
result is that such petitions do not benefit 
from the full exposure assured by the 
mailed ballot. 


Both of these by-law proposals will be put 
to the membership for vote on November 
18; use the registration form in your Build 
Boston program to register for the annual 
business meeting (no cost, of course).

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How long should you 
keep documents? 








The following article appeared in the July/ 
August 1993 edition of AIA's MEMO and is 
reprinted here. 


One of the topics that AIA members most 
often request information about is records 
retention. In response, the AIA 
PracticeEducation Department has 
supplied the following information, which 
originally was printed in 1987: 


* Keep a project file for as long as you are 
at risk of being called into court to defend 
your services. In those jurisdictions with no 
special statute of repose for improvements 
to real property, that unfortunately may 
mean forever. 


* Keep your contract and all record 
documents — that is, final drawings and 
specifications — as well as the chronologi- 
cal file of progress reports and correspon- 
dence at least until the relevant state 
statute of limitations period passes. Files 
for any project that suffered an unusual 
number of design, construction, personal- 
ity, or financial problems should be saved 
whenever possible. Similarly, priority 
should be given to saving files for those 
projects in which new building products or 
systems or methods of applications were 
used. 


* Save all documents when you are the 
sole source of documents. Assume that 
your client has kept nothing. 


* Integrate documents into your record set 
whenever possible. For example, a 
change-order can be securely stapled to 
the appropriate page of the architect's 
record documents. 


* Save data that directly relate to translat- 
ing ideas into design and design into 
construction, including any notes that 
reflect your client's or consultants’ deci- 
sions to have you vary the design or 
details from your original proposal.

BSA Design Committee hosts forum on “the limits of context” 





The BSA Design Committee, chaired by 
Robert Brown AIA, and its discussion group 
under the co-direction of Ed Frenette AIA 
and David Fixler AIA have hosted a number 
of informal panel discussions over the past 
year on current issues affecting architecture 
and the design community. The following 
are excerpts from one of these poignant 
Design Committee discussions.

THE LIMITS OF CONTEXT

FIXLER: There is no question that the return 
to contextualism has checked the destruc- 
tion of traditional urban fabric in Europe and 
the U.S. and that the overall flavor of infill in 
historic areas has become more sensitive to 
the issues that must be faced when building 
in these districts. What contextualism has 
not done, however, is realize the architec- 
tural quality of this infill; it merely has shifted 
its style from modern to more traditional 
forms, though in doing so has tended to 
make the loss of quality less noticeable and 
thereby more palatable to the general 
public. 


This is unfortunately an issue that is too- 
seldom raised, especially by the preserva- 
tion community, when sanctioning traditional 
design. At the same time, the proliferation of 
mediocre Post-Modernist “contextual” archi- 
tecture has led to a growing awareness that 
controls mandating envelope and materials 
do not in themselves guarantee good de- 
sign. Contextual design controls guarantee 
that sensitive urban fabric will not be scarred 
by architects or builders seeking distinctive 
personal expression but they are not 
formulated or executed in a manner that can 
mandate high-quality design. Architectural 
quality often hinges on fine issues of scale, 
proportion, and the juxtaposition of materials 
that can not be easily codified. It thus 
becomes very difficult to hold up projects 


that may meet the letter of design controls 
but lack any of the real qualities or spirit of 
the buildings that define a landmark district. 


LARSON: As an architectural historian, | 
looked at the historical background of 
Boston to see if the changes wrought over 
the years have been contextual or not. 
Boston became a city of brick, copper, 
wood, and stone. It was only with the 
introduction of urban renewal on a large 
scale in the 1950s that Boston began to try 
to assimilate buildings in an infrastructure 
that departed radically from the City's past 
traditions of building. Urban renewal brought 
steel, glass, concrete, and plastic; this 
situation has been only slightly mitigated by 
the switch-over to “decorator architecture” in 
the Post-Modern era, which gives us 
traditional wallpaper stretched taut over a 
steel frame. This context must be defined 
not only by the surface appearance of a 
building but by its underlying structure. 


FIXLER: Traditionally, buildings were limited 
in scale by technology. Proportional systems 
were used to vary scale and even to cause 
leaps in scale with the evolution of the 
Baroque and Neo-Classical city but the 
basic elements — masonry, wood, punched 
windows — remain fairly constant well into 
the 19th century. These constraints no 
longer bind us but what we are often 
seeking in designing in context is an artificial 
recreation of these constraints. This kind of 
strict re-creationist position too often leads 
to an ossification of the urban fabric or, 
ultimately, to the theme park. 


LEERS: Context here is understood as a 
“preferred” historic context that equates 
Contextualism to Historicism. | believe that 
guidelines are most effective dealing with 
the broader range of issues that must be 
dealt with on any site. Design review is 
least effective when it is most specific in 
dealing with issues such as material, 
fenestration, and color. 


Any problem must begin with a definition 
and | define context as follows: Locale — the 
tradition of building and open space use 
within the given area (what are native 
materials, customary techniques of con- 
struction, etc.); Site — the basic history and 
topography of a given site (this encapsulates 
an evolving physical history, both natural 
and built); Cu/ture — the local culture is 
extremely vital and fruitful in defining 
appropriate interventions of any given site; 
and, Time — defined as this moment as 
distinguished from the last moment and the 
next moment. We are neither at the begin- 
ning nor at the end — we are instead 
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constantly in the midst of something and it 
is part of our obligation as manipulators of 
the environment to express our time. Our 
challenge in formulating a response to con- 
text is to find the appropriate use of the mat- 
erials and technologies available to us to- 
day and to use them in a way that enhances 
rather than denigrates existing context. 


DENNIS: There is a debate about whether 
architectural quality can be legislated or 
maintained through design guidelines; 
guidelines cannot mandate away banality 
nor can they legislate architectural quality. 
Modernism created iconoclastic anti-urban 
heroes who took a stance against the 
traditional city. This attitude cast architec- 
ture off from the conventions of civic 
buildings, which had grown over centuries. 
Post-Modernism attempted a stylistic “quick 
fix” approach to reintroduce “history” into the 
city. These interventions were usually 
paper-thin and without any understanding of 
the true condition required to enrich a given 
context. Guidelines that have primarily 
grown out of the reaction to Modernism 
have not properly addressed these issues. 
There is a process of analysis and under- 
standing of any particular site that must 
happen before a new form can be success- 
fully integrated into an existing context. 


BERTMAN: Design controls and design- 
review boards are presently used as 
scapegoats for compromising creativity, 
personal expression, and even quality in 
contemporary architecture. The implication 
is that the additional layers of complexity 
mandated by these boards to ensure 
contextual responses are somehow 
inhibiting creativity and good architecture 
from happening. | see that this refrain has 
become a cop-out for architects having 
trouble with the design process and blaming 
it on the need to design in context. It is a 
misconception that design-review boards 
force traditional design. 


FRENETTE: There are no limits to context if 
the relationship of new construction to 
existing context incorporates the potential 
for contrast as well as synthesis. What's 
needed is innovation on the part of archi- 
tects to find the authentic form of new 
technologies, as when Louis Kahn ex- 
pressed concrete supports for masonry or 
when Jorge Silvetti expressed metal 
hangers for brick. To encourage good 
design, review boards and historic commis- 
sions should be suspect of architecture that 
conceals its technology and tolerant of 
tentative efforts to invent authentic expres- 
sions of today’s construction techniques.

The Massachusetts building industry has 
resuscitated the Massachusetts Con- 
struction Industry Council (MCIC), the 
industry-wide group that addresses major 
issues affecting designers, contractors, 
and others in the industry. The BSA is a 
member of MCIC and has appointed as 
BSA representatives Michael Hicks AIA, 
Dom Valente AIA, and attorney Stan 
Martin, Esq. of Gadsby & Hannah. 


The Massachusetts Turnpike Authority has 
announced the publication of its first 
comprehensive air-rights study, which 
addresses the feasibility of the develop- 
ment over the Turnpike in Boston and 
Brookline. The study identifies 25 signifi- 
cant parcels along the Turnpike between 
the BU Bridge and the South Bay Inter- 
change incorporating approximately 70 
acres of air-rights and adjacent land. For 
more information on this study, call the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority at 617- 
248-2823 (Linda Dailey). 


The Boston Architectural Center (BAC) has 
established a new research facility called 
the Boston Architectural research 
Center (BArC) to initiate and sponsor 
research on emerging issues in architec- 
tural design and technology, with particular 
interest in social and environmental 
problems. The first effort of this new BAC 
research capability is a special affordable 
housing program that includes a Septem- 
ber 30 public lecture by Donald 
MacDonald on his affordable housing work 
and a workshop for Boston-area practitio- 
ners and BAC students led by MacDonald 
in late September/early October. For

It is conceivable that ignorance of 
copyright law may mean you are losing 
your copyrights to employees, free-lancers, 
or independent contractors.

The Family and Medical Leave Act (FMLA), 
signed by President Clinton, become effective 
on August 5, 1993. This new federal law 
requires employees with 50 or more employees 
to provide no fewer than 12 weeks of family and/ 
or medical to leave their employees during a 12- 
month period for several purposes. 


... he implementation and application of the 
FMLA will be confusing and raise numerous 
legal questions. The U.S. Department of Labor 
has attempted to address some of these 
questions in interim regulations issues recently. 
However, further questions and issues are 
bound to arise, particularly regarding the 
relationship of the new law to existing employ- 
ment policies and to other federal and state 
laws.
